Roger Sullivan

Mary Jatherine Wolf, 10 year old 
dauguter ot Robert N. Wolf, president 
of the Sawyer Biscuit company, a 
granddaughter of the late Roger C. Sul- 
livan, was killed yesterday morning 
when she was struck in the throat by 
a Stray ballet fired from a revolver 
with which her brother, Adam, 8 years 
old, and her. cousin, Roger Sullivan, 
aged 10, had been playing. 
The accident occurred at the Wolt 
country estate, the old Keith Spaulding 
place, at 147th street and Ridgeland 
avenue, Goeselville, near Tinley Park. 
Find Pistol in Auto. 

The two boys had found the pistol 
in a side pocket of an automobile and 
because of intervening shrubbery did 
not see the little girl, who was sitting 
on a Shetland pony nearly 300 feet 
away when they pointed the pistol in 
that direction, and it was accidentally 
discharged. At the time the shot was 
fired the weapon was in the hands of 
Roger, a son of Attorney Boetius H. 
Sullivan and namesake of the late 
Democratic chieftain, 
Mary and Roger had been playmates 
since infancy. They were only a few 
Weeks apar age. The Wolf fam 
ily resides at 342 Wellington avenue 
and the Boetius Sullivan: home is 
near by at 350.

‘versy waged over the right of Jap 
anese to citizenship until the court 
removed the latter from the field of 
discussion by a decision last term. 

Tho issue reached the Supreme court 
in two cases, one from Washington 
and the other from California. While 
the case presented only the question 
of the proposed leasing of land to in- 
eligible aliens, the court passed upon 
the broad question of the constitu- 
tionality of the law. 

States Possess the Right. 

It held that states could prohibit 
from owning land aliens eligible to citi- 
zenship but who had not declared their 
intentions, as well as aliens ineligible 
to citizenship, or, as California had, 
restrict the prohibition to aliens who 
had not in good faith declared inten- 
tion to become citizens. 

The main decision was handed 
down in the Washington case, the 
court explaining that the grounds 
upon which the Washington alien land 
law was attacked included those on 
which the California act was assailed. 


Lacking in Loyalty. 
In writing the decision Justice But- 


“We agree with the court below 
that it is obvious that one who is not 
a citizen and cannot become one lacks 
an interest in and the power to ef- 
fectually work for the welfare of the 
state, and so lacking, the state may 
rightfully deny him the right to own 
and lease real estate within its boun’ 
daries. If one incapable of citizen- 
ship may lease or own real estate, it 
is within the realm of possibility that 
every foot of land within the state 
might pass to the ownership or pos- 
session of noncitizens.” 

A letter written by Secretary of 
State Bryan to Viscount Chinda on 
July 16, 1916, was cited by the court 
as showing that no right was con- 
ferred upon Japanese subjects to own 
lands in the United States.

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HEALTH ON SCHOOL 
CHILDREN. 

UDGED by death rates, the health 

of children of school age is good. 


children. The sickness absentee rate 
of working people in organized industry 
is about 2 ber cent. Dr. Haven Emer- 
son says that a study of a large boys 
boarding school for three years showgd 
a sickness absentee rate of 3.55 per cent, 
nearly twice that of adults. He also 


says: In day schools, public and pri- 


vate, in cities, the rate is 8 to 10 per 
cent.” This appears to show that the 
health of children in boarding school 
is twice as good as that of children in 
the home. 

Which is not altogether tfue, since 
children. who are régarded at 
school as being sick at home are away 
from school for other reasons. Even 
though children in boarding school have 
a lower sickness absentee rate than chil- 
dren in day schools, their rate is higher 
than that of working people and higher 


than it has any business being. 
— os 


One reason for their relatively low 
sickness rate is the protection given 
them against contagion. Boarding schools 
know that they cannot afford to take 
chances on poor plumbing, faulty sewage 
disposal, lack of garbage disposal, in- 
suspicious food, raw 
milk, and dangerous water. Most of 
them require vaccination against small- 
pox, and some regtire vaccination 
Agwinst typhoid and diphtheria. 
But, though they have done some 
tings, they are still short of the ideal. 
Dr. Haven Emerson says that in his 
investigation of the boarding schools 
he found that 75 per cent of the illness 
was due to infections acquired through 
the respiratory tract. » Boarding schools 
can do more to prevent corysa, sore 
throats and coughs, as well as measles. 
— 
Other suggestions of his are: 
A complete hea examination on ad- 
mission to school. : 
Monthly record of weight and height 
of all found to be approximately normal. 
Weekly rate of weight of those 10 per 
cent or more below or above normal. 
Conferences of the health adviser and 
the teachers on all children not pro- 
greesing satisfactorily. 
Daily looking over by the teacher for 
first aigns of impending contagion. 
Daily inspection of all pupils by the 
physicians for two weeks subsequent to 
each home going holiday. 
Bed care of all colds and cough cases. 
Better isolation of the sick. 
Insistence on health habits, especially 
cleanliness of the fands. 
Examination of the heart and some 
other organs after each illness, such as 
sore throat and rheumatism. 
Study of the health records of the pt- 
piles by the health officer.
